Dear Gary, 

The personal things ip your letter of tne 29th makes me feel good, the 
others are not good news, Bow yoh can have this placid attitude toward Sprague and the 
awful^shit ae is printing, or recommend that anyone responsible associate in any wsy 
with Computers baffles me, Especially when, aside from t be error that is so terrible 
about which you make no comment, you have to know the source of some of whaifc was 
published and how muon effort was made to not get it published so that aspect could 
be carried fee ward. And for whet? To indulge couple of sick, frustrated egos. 

VThen stuff like Spragues get published and then gets attention, the 
erdibility-gaps is so much more widened. Like "about six confessions”. That stuff 
was awful in every conceivable way and do no conceivable good. If you disagree, 
give me any example. And of ahat wasn’t shit, what was Spragues? Ditto .for Wa second 
piece* C ha rack, -j- don t -.enow.
